There is perhaps no time of the year when farming looks so 


invitimr to those not familiar wltlvits realities as it does in the. 
fall. City people ride through live country districts and sec the 
harvesting of crops and fruits in progress. There arc fields of | 
corn in the shock, and many of the fields are yellow with ; 
ripened pumpkins. From many fields potatoes arc being 
hauled by the wagon load,,great, smooth tubers that look al- 
most tempting enough to be eaten raw. 
In many sections 


apple trees bend almost to the ground beneath (heir luscious; 
burdens, and the cabbage and turnip patches whet the appetite, 
for an old-fashioned "boiled dinner." There is plenty in siglu, 
on every hand and it all looks good.

And it is good. 
But the great mistake of most city people 


is^inximagiinng that all .Uvcse good things on the farm cost 
practically nothing. 'Farmers simply have lo plant m me 
spring and harvest in the fall, ahd'lhe trick is done, according, 
to tlie view of those who know nothing of the inside of thej 
farming industry. They know they have to pay large prices, 
for tlie things they see in the'fields in such abundance and are 
prone fo beiidvc that if they were only established on the land 
they could have plenty with' case aiurb'e practically care-free. 


There could be no great' mistake.- Farming is all right for 


those who {nulersfand and like it. At the present lime the, 
tillers of the soil are getting gratifying prices for Iheir products 
but the costs of feed, help and everything they have krbuy 
are such tliat the returns from the farms lack much of being > 
clear profil.

feel that tlie fanner's crops cost him practically nothing and 
that what he gets for them is virtually clear gain. They do

' stances the work brings its legitimate reward, but city people j 


who are induced-by the abundance of the harvest'season to' 
throw up thefr. jobs and invest in f>rms are in most cases 
booking themselves for a rude awakening.
